Eventually tbe keys, were sold 
Io John Hamilton of St. Louis, wbo 
k.-pt them for twenty-five years, ex¬ 
hibiting them from time to time, when 
they wore sold to a Canadian.

presented Ly him to George Washing¬ 
ton n year or two before t>ln death. It 
bangs In the mansion at Mount Vcr- 
nou and link been seen by thousands of 
TlfltorU there.
